Rome, Sept. 15. 

HE Pope’s Galleys will fpeedily make 

another Voyage to Marfeilles, to fetch 

fome more Forces néwly rais’d in the Coun- 

ty of Avignon. As faft as the Levies 

made in the Provinces of the Eccleftafti- 
bal Scate arrive here, they are fent moft of them 
to Faenza and the Neighbourhood of Comacchio ; and 
are to endeavour to expell the Germans from thence, 
before they are reinforc’d by thole which have ferv'd 
this Summer on the Frontiers of Piemont with the 
Troops of the Duke of Savoy. Some Troops are alfo 
order'd towards the Frontiers of the Kingdom of Na- 
ples. The new Levies are continued with the greareit 
Application ; and for defraying the extraordinary 
Charges of thefe military Preparations, we are affur'd 
his Holinefs has refolv'd to make Ufe of the so00000 
Crowns of Gold which were depofited in the Caftle of 
St. Angelo by Pope Sixtus V; the Neceility of defend- 
ing the Temporai Dominions of the Church, being as 
prefling now as at any Time thefe many Years. 

Venice, Sept. 22. *Tis advisd from the Ferrareze, 
that a great Quantity of Arms with a confiderable 
Number of Horfes have been brought thither, fince 
this Republick confented to let the Pope buy them 
out of their Dominions. Hoftilities are continued, the 
Pope being refolv’d noc to fuffer the Emperor's Troops 
to poflefs themfelves of his Territories, and exercite 
there all manner of Violences as in a conquer'd Coun- 
ery. He has given leave cto the Peafants to rake Arms, 
to draw together at the ringing out of their Alarme 
Bells, and to fall upon thofe who fhall offer to moleft 
them : So that there is ground to believe thefe Hofti- 
lities will foon turn to an open War. The Germans 
who were in Argenta on the fide of the moft Southern 
frm of the Po, were fo ftreighten’d by the Peafants, 
that they were conftrain’d to diflodge from thence: 
But in their Retreat they had 24 Men kill'd, 32 made 
Prifoners, and their Baggage taken. They fav’d them- 
felves in Oftellato on the Edge of the the Lake of Co- 
machio. The Peafants purfu'd them thither, refolving 
to have them dead or alive; kill’d 60 of them and took 
40 Prifoners. The reft threw themfelves into fmall 
Boats, fome of which funk wich the weight of too 
many Crowding into them, and only 250 got to Comac- 
thio, in which cornmands the Count de Boneval, who 
preffes for Succours, that he may maintain that Poft 
and Magnavacca. Another Fody of Peafauts have bea- 
ten the Germans from Longattrino, killing 30 Men. 
The Marquis de Bentivoglio paving Intelligence that 
4 Barks laden with Ammunition for Comacchio were 
coming down the Po, he march’d with fome Officers, 
Soldiers, and Peafants to attack them : He receiv’d the 
Fire of the Germans, boarded them, and forc’d them 
to yield and ask Quarter, which he granted them. They 
were a Captain of Grenadiers, a Lieutenant, and 40 
Men.well Arm’d, with about 6002 Bullets of 24 pound 
weight each, 350 Mufquets, and 340 Barrels of Pow- 
der weighing each 184 Pound. The Prifoners were 
conduéted to Ferrara. with all the Ammunition, which 
the Cardina Legate has caus’d to be put into the Cita- 
del. Thefe Loffes have oblig’d the Imperialifts to a- 
bandon Diamantina and the other Pofts of which they 
were poflefs’d, and where they lay difpers’d, to retire 
to Comacchio, where they hope to defend them. 
{elves betrer in a Body. But thofe who were ac Me- 
_ fola not retiring fooa enough, were Invefted in it by the 
Pope’s Troops and by the Peafants, who oblig’d them 
to furrender at Difcretion, refufing to give them any 
other Terms. Bills had been put up and difpers’d about 
in Ferrara, promifing two Piftcles ro every German 
Foot-Soldier who would enter into his Holinefs’s Ser- 
vice, and 10 Piftoles to fuch who would come in with 
a Horfe. The {Imperialifts who had retir'd from San 
Marti:io to Final di Modena, were to be fpeedily rein- 
forc’d by the Regiment of Horfe of Vifconti, and ex- 
petted 4 others from Piemont, with fome Regiments 
of Foot, ia order to form a Body able to_ penetrate 
into the Ferrareze. On the other Hand the Legates of 
Ferrara and Bologna caufe Bondeno and other Pofts to 
be fortify'd to hinder their Encrance. They write 
from Leghorne the 14th that an Englifh Man of War 
was arrivd there, and confirm’d, that the Ifland of 
Sardinia had fulmitted to the Archduke, and that the 
Confederate Fleet was fail’d from thence; but that in- 
ftead of going to Sicily, they fail’d towards Catalonia. 


__Leghorne, 21. Yetterday arriv’d here two Brit- 
tih Men of War, the Colchefter and Fowey. The 
Captains report, that the igth Inftant they left the 


foon as the Fleet appear’d there, the whole Ifland of 
Minorca declar’d for King Charles IIL; that che few 
French and their Adherents retir'd into the Caftle of 
Port Mahon, where they could not hold out 3 Days.

dinia was contirm’d laft Friday by aa Exprets difpatch’d 
by the Marguis de Jamaica, who was Viceroy of it, 
znd whom an Englifh Man of War of 60 Guns had fet 
afhore on the Coaft of Valencia with his Family and 
Effects: With him came two Gaptains and the Coune 
de Caftillo and Don Joteph Mazones, being the 
only Perfons of Sardinia who continu’d faithful to King 
Philip. The fpeedy Reduétion of Sardinia to the Obe~ 
dience of King Charles, caufes great Murmuring here, 
aud is imputed partly to the Marquis de Jamaica, who 
did net ule the common Methods to make himfelf be- 
lov’d by the Inhabicancs during the Time of his Go- 
vernment. The Count de Cifuentes caus’d him to be 
fecurd, defigning to fend him to Barcelona: Bus 
Admiral Leake takiog him under his Prote&ion 
caus'd him to be landed on the Coaft of Va- 
lencia. The Duke de Veraguas is nominated Prefident 
of the Junta eftablifh’d to contrive by what Means to 
fitout a Naval Force, for the greater Security of the 
Galleons and Flotas of new Spain. 3cove0 Crowns of 
the Silver brought by the Fleet to Port Paiiage, are fent 
to the Duke of Orleans undera Guard of Horfe. An 
Exprefs arriv’d Night with Advice, that want of 
Forrage had oblig’d the two Armies in Catalonia to 
decamp: That the Troops of the Duke of Orleans 
were gone into Quarters of Refrefhment between the 
Cinca and the Segra, and thofe of Count Staremberg 
towards Terragona. We have Advice, that fome En. 
glifh and Dutch Ships have brought a great Quantity of 
Corn from Sardinia to Catalonia, and that the Marquis 
de Villafor and the Count de St. Antonio Deputies 
fiom the Kingdom of Sardinia are arriv’d at Barcelona 
to make their Submiffion to King Charles. We have 
an Account that the Confederate kleee is fail’d to the 
Ifland of Minorca, with Defign to attack Port Mahon ; 
and we are in fear they will take that Place,becaufe the 
Garrifon, both of the Town and Caftle, confifts only 
of 400 French with fome Spaniards.
